INFORMATION  FOR  PASSENGERS. 

FIRST  CABIN. 

The  full  price  for  passage  is  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  a  place  (which  entitles 
the  passenger  to  one  bed)  is  taken.  The  State  Rooms  are  comfortably  and 
elegantly  fitted  up,  and  have  generally  two  beds  in  them,  together  with  a 
sofa,  which  admits  of  being  used  as  a  bed.  There  are  also  larger  State- 
rooms for  families,  calculated  to  accomodate  four  persons.  The  main  cabin 
which  is  a  comfortable  and  tasteful  room,  will  accomodate  from  forty  to 
sixty  persons  at  table,  and  is  provided  with  an  excellent  piano  and  a  choice 
collection  of  music.  The  Ladies'  Saloon  is  for  the  exclusive  use  of  ladies, 
and  the  smoking  room  is  appropriated  to  the  Gentlemen  passengers  of  the 
first  class.  There  is  likewise  a  library  under  the  charge  of  the  Physician, 
furnished  with  a  selection  of  English,  French  and  German  books  by  the 
best  authors,  to  which  the  Cabin  Passengers  have  access. 

The  passage  money  includes  excellent  fare;  the  provisions  being  of  the 
very  choicest  description. 

Breakfast  from  8  to  10  o'clock, 
Luncheon  at  12  o'clock, 
Dinner  at  4  o'clock,  and 
Supper  at  8  o'clock. 

Good  attendance,  bedding,  towels,  &c.,  are  also  included  in  the  price 
paid.  Wine,  beer,  liquor  and  the  like  are  extras,  and  will  be  supplied  at 
fixed  reasonable  prices. 

SECOND  CABIN. 

In  the  price  of  passage  is  included  excellent  board  and  attendance,  table 
ware,  bed  clothes,  towels,  &c.  Wine,  beer,  &c.,  must  be  paid  for  separately. 
The  an*angements  in  respect  to  meals  are  as  follows  : 
Breakfast  at  8  o'clock, 
Dinner  at  1  P.  M., 

At  3  o'clock  P.  M.  coffee  with  sugar  and  milk,  and 
Supper  between  7  and  8  o'clock. 

It  is  an  important  consideration  that  only  fresh  meat  will  be  served  in 
the  second  cabin,  and  that  instead  of  ship  biscuit,  fresh  bread  will  be  pro- 
vided together  with  coffee,  tea  and  milk. 
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The  State-rooms  accomodate  from  4  to  6  persons;  they  surround  the 
lower  cabin,  which  serves  as  a  saloon  for  the  passengers.  Ladies  unaccom- 
panied by  male  protectors,  will  find  agreeable  quarters  in  the  Ladies^  Cabin 
attached  to  the  second  cabin. —  Second  class  passengers  have  access  to  the 
Library  if  they  desire  it. 

STEERAGE. 

In  the  price  paid  by  this  class  of  passengers,  is  included  abundant  and 
nourishing  food,  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  a  daily  cleaning  of  the  steerage* 
Beds,  bedding,  table  furniture,  bowls,  &c.  for  washing,  must  be  furnished 
by  passengers  themselves. 

Breakfast  at  7  o'clock, 

Dinner  at  12  o'clock,  and 

Supper  at  6  o'clock. 

The  Steerage  is  eight  feet  high,  thoroughly  ventilated  by  means  of  side 
windows,  and  all  the  sleeping  places  are  calculated  for  only  one  or  two 
persons. 

A  'portion  of  the  Steerage  is  exclusively  appropriated  for  the  use  of  female 
passengers  travelling  alone. 

BAGGAGE. 

Passengers  in  the  Eirst  Cabin  are  entitled  to  20  cubic  feet;  Children  and 
Servants  to  one  half. — Second  and  third  class  to  15  cubic  feet.  Children 
to  one  half. 

Overweight  is  charged  at  the  rate  of

Baggage  must  be  packed  in  trunks,  chests  or  portmanteaus  of  not  more 
than  10  cubic  feet.  They  must  have  the  owner's  name  upon  them  and  be 
brought  on  board,  at  Hamburg  24  hours  hefore  the  day  of  sailing,  and  at 
New  York  between  7  and  11  A.  M.  of  that  day. — The  baggage  should  also 
have  attached  to  it  a  ticket  indicating  the  place  of  its  destination.  Goods, 
Papers  and  other  valuables,  when  duly  sealed  and  with  the  owner's  name 
upon  them,  may  be  intrusted  to  the  care  of  the  Captain,  but  in  that  case 
the  Company  does  not  consider  itself  accountable.  The  cabin  passengers 
can  retain  their  portmanteaus  and  carpet  bags  in  their  cabins,  all  larger 
luggage  must  be  sent  to  the  hold.  Merchandise  and  sealed  letters  are  not 
allowed  to  make  a  part  of  the  baggage.  For  injury  to  or  loss  of  baggage, 
or  consequences  for  the  unavoidable  delay,  the  company  is  not  responsible. 
//  any  one  wishes  to  insure  his  effects  against  risk  from  fire  or  sea,  the  Pas- 
senger Agents  will  have  it  done  at  his  expense,  at  the  most  reasonable  rates. — 
Passengers  from  Hamburg  will  take  particular  notice,  that  it  is  only  effects 
already  used,  such  as  Clothes,  Household  implements,  Beds,  Linen,  Tools, 
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Books,  &c.,  which  do  not  pay  duty  at  the  New  York  Customhouse,  and  that 
all  new  articles,  even  those  intended  for  personal  use,  are  subject  to  duty. 
Hence  a  list  of  all  dutiable  goods  should  be  carefu-lly  made  out  and  handed 
to  the  Captain  before  arrival,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  in  the 
ship's  manifest.  If  any  false  representations  are  made,  passengers  are 
liable  to  confiscation  of  all  their  goods,  and  are  also  responsible  to  the 
amount  of  $500 — for  fines  imposed  on  the  ship.  The  New  York  Passen- 
ger Agency,  151  Broadway,  will  cheerfully  assist  passengers  in  passing 
their  effects  through  the  Customhouse,  and  request  those  in  need  of  their 
services  to  apply  to  them.  They  will  also  see  to  the  forwarding  of  goods 
of  all  kinds,  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Canadas,  at  the 
lowest  rates. 

The  only  goods  from  New  York  regarded  as  baggage  are  Clothing  already 
used,  Beds,  Linen,  Books,  Tools,  &c.— Merchandise  must  be  accompanied 
by  bills  of  lading,  and  without  these  will  not  be  entered  on  the  ship's  mani- 
fest. The  forwarding  of  such  goods  will  be  undertaken  by  the  New  York 
Passenger  Agency,  which  is  represented  in  all  parts  of  Europe  by  reliable 
Agents.  In  Hamburg  Mr.  J.  E.  Iburg  will  attend  to  the  forwarding  of 
goods  both  from  and  to  America.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

If  the  ships  are  detained  by  unforeseen  accidents  over  their  day  of  sailing, 
the  passengers  can  claim  from  the  Company  only  the  sum  paid  for  passage. 

Each  ship  is  provided  with  a  skillful  and  regularly  educated  physician. 
His  duty  is  to  attend  gratuitously  all  persons  who  may  become  sick  while 
on  board  ship.  Those  who  come  on  board  already  ill,  will  be  expected  to 
pay  for  his  services  and  for  medicines.  Sick  persons  are  only  received  as 
passengers  after  an  examination  by  the  surgeon, — Insane  persons  are  not 
taken.  They  are  liable  if  they  attempt  to  go  without  permission  of  the 
Passenger  Agency,  to  be  sent  back.  ' 

Spirituous  liquors  must  not  be  brought  on  board  by  passengers.  They 
will  be  furnished  at  reasonable  prices  on  board. 

By  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  the  landing  of  persons  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves  by  reason  of  bodily  infirmity  or  other  cause,  is  for- 
bidden.   Persons  over  60  years  of  age,  and  women,  without  their  husbands, 
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travelling  with  children,  will  not  be  carried  on  these  ships,  unless  the  Com- 
pany is  furnished  with  sufficient  security  that  they  will  not  become  a  burden 
to  this  State  in  five  years.  Individuals  desirous  of  knowing  upon  what 
terms  they  will  be  taken,  will  please  apply  at  the  Passenger  Agency. 

Passengers  going  to  England  and  France  are  cautioned  against  taking  in 
their  baggage  dutiable  articles,  especially  Tobacco  and  Segars,  lest  confis- 
cation of  the  whole  be  the  result. 

Passengers  for  Havre  take  at  Southampton  either  the  Steamship 
''Hmri\  Capt.  Smith,  or  the  "Alliance",  Capt.  Knight.  These  leave  every 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday.  The  voyage  takes  between  6  and  10 
hours.

No  place  is  considered  as  secured,  unless  the  whole  passage  money  is  paid 
before  departure. 

The  Commutation  money,  which  the  New  York  State  Government 
requires,  is  paid  by  the  Company.  Passengers  for  whom  no  Commutation 
money  is  paid,  have  no  claim  for  re-imbursement. 

Passengers  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  instituted 
by  the  Company  for  the  sake  of  promoting  the  comfort  and  safety  of  the 
travelling  public. 


PASSAGE  TICKETS. 

For  the  voyage  from  Hamburg  and  Southampton  to  New  York,  and  vice 
versa,  as  well  as  from  New  York  to  Havre,  Southampton  and  London,  the 
Company's  Agents  at  the  Passage  Offices  in  New  York  and  Hamburg, 
Paris,  Havre,  Southampton  and  London,  and  also  their  Subagents  in 
various  Towns  in  America,  Germany,  Switzerland,  France  and  England 
issue  passage  tickets.  Passage  Tickets  can  only  be  used  by  those  in  whose 
name  they  are  taken,  and  are  not  transferable  without  the  consent  of  the 
Agent.  The  passage  money  will  not  be  paid  back  where  the  holder  of  the 
ticket  neglects  to  avail  himself  of  it. 

That  portion  of  the  American  public  which  has  been  accustomed  to  for- 
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ward  money  for  the  passage  to  their  friends  and  relations,  are  enabled  by 
the  sale  of  tickets  at  the  above  named  places  more  surely  to  effect  their 
object,  as  money  when  sent  is  often  used  for  other  purposes,  which  evil  is 
avoided  by  the  sale  of  tickets  which  can  be  neither  transfered  nor  sold,  and 
whose  value  will  be  returned  in  case  they  are  not  used.  (s.  page  5.) 

The  price  of  passage  is  lowered  when  tickets  are  purchased  at  the  same 
time  for  the  voyage  from  New  York  to  Europe  and  back  (see  page  5 ). 
These  so  called  Return-Tickets  can  be  used  at  any  time  during  a  year  from 
the  day  they  are  issued. 


PASSPORTS. 

Every  Traveller  should  provide  himself  with  a  Passport.  Travellers 
going  to  France  should  be  particularly  careful  on  this  point.  The  French 
laws  both  in  relation  to  Customhouse  duties  and  passports  being  exeedingly 
stringent.  Passengers,  if  they  wish  to  save  themselves  great  inconvenience, 
ought  to  have  their  passports  visid  by  the  French  Consul  of  the  port  which 
they  leave.    These  are  the  only  vises  which  are  recognised  in  France.

A  SHORT  SUMMARY  OF  THE  HISTORY  AND  THE  OPERATIONS 
OF  THE  HAMBURG-AMERICAN  PACKET  COMPANY. 

It  is  more  than  ten  years  since  this  company  commenced  its  operations 
and  from  its  comparatively  small  beginnings  it  has  grown  up  into  an 
institution,  comprehensive  in  its  principles  and  having  a  future  whose  rich 
results  can  hardly  now  be  estimated. 

Till  the  year  1848,  intercourse  between  Hamburg  and  New  York  was 
almost  entirely  kept  up  through  the  medium  of  one  line  of  packets.  Still, 
owing  to  the  greatly  increased  emigration,  it  was  evident  that  another  line 
was  imperiously  required. — The  Hamburg-American  Packet  Company  was 
established  to  meet  this  want.  It  commenced  with  four  packets,  most  care- 
fully built  for  this  particular  service.  The  result  was  most  encouraging, 
and  soon  it  became  necessary  to  built  four  more  to  accomodate  the  increas- 
ing business. 
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It  was  then  discovered  that  even  these  were  not  sufficient.  The  voyage 
by  a  sailing  ship  is  always  a  protracted  one,  and  when  how  to  gain  time 
becomes  a  question  of  life  and  death  as  it  were,  people  are  not  content  with 
sailing  vessels.  The  need  of  a  Steam  communication  between  the  two  ports 
became  more  and  more  urgent,  and  in  the  year  1855  it  led  to  the  building 
of  two  noble  Steamships,  the  "Borussia"  and  the  "Hammonia". 

These  two  Ships  were  during  one  season,  at  the  time  of  the  Crimean 
War,  employed  by  the  English  and  French  Governments  as  Transports, 
and  in  this  service  won  a  high  reputation,  both  for  safety  and  speed,  as 
testimonials  from  the  officials  of  these  two  countries  fully  show.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  of  1856  they  commenced  their  monthly  trips,  and 
soon  commanded  so  large  a  share  of  the  public  patronage,  that  it  was 
determined  to  increase  their  number. 

The  Company  now  owns  the  following  Steamers  : 
The  SAXOXIA, 
"  BORUSSIA, 
"  HAMMONIA, 
"    BAY  ARIA  AND 
"  TEUTONIA, 

one  of  them  serving  as  a  reserve  ship,  so  that  no  break  in  the  service  may 
occur. 

The  machinery  is  of  the  very  best  description  and  provided  with  all  the 
new  improvements.  Connected  with  it  is  a  distilling  apparatus,  which  fur- 
nishes daily  about  40  hogsheads  of  fresh  water. 

The  ships  accommodate  from  500  to  550  passengers.  They  are  divided 
into  ten  water-tight  compartments  by  iron  walls,  so  that  the  risk  of  fearful 
consequences  from  collision  or  a  leak  is  very  small. 

The  internal  arrangements  may  safely  said  to  be  perfect.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  suggest  anything  affecting  the  comfort  or  security  of  the  passen- 
gers, which  has  not  been  seen  to.  The  table  and  attendance  for  first  class 
passengers  leave  nothing  to  be  desired.  Nowhere,  either  in  Europe  or 
America,  will  be  found  a  better  table.  Passengers  in  the  second  Cabin  are 
served  daily  with  fresh  meat  and  bread,  and,  indeed,  in  all  respects — delica- 
cies excepted — fare  as  well  as  those  of  the  first  class,  while  those  of  the 
third  class  receive  a  sufficiency  of  nourishing  and  well-cooked  food,  which 
occasionally  includes  a  liberal  allowance  of  fresh  meat. 

Precautions  against  fire  are  as  follows:  A  patent  Downton  fire  engine 
which  is  connected  with  and  worked  by  the  machinery  of  the  ship,  is  by 
means  of  branch  pipes  made  effective  on  both  the  upper  and  lower  decks 
and  is  provided  with  hose  long  enough  to  reach  all  parts  of  the  ship 
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There  is  also  a  steam-pump  so  arranged  that,  when  required*  a  hose  can  be 
put  on.  Besides  this  there  are  four  force-pumps  in  different  parts  of  the 
ship,  two  of  which  draw  the  water  from  the  sea,  and  the  others  from  the 
fresh  water  reservoirs.  Midships  on  the  upper  deck  is  a  reservoir  from 
which  are  laid  pipes  with  stopcocks,  going  into  every  part  of  the  second 
deck.  Twelve  fire  buckets  are  always  at  hand  on  the  forecastle  and  twelve 
under  the  bridge  of  the  ship.  They  are  always  filled  and  fastened  together 
by  a  small  chain.  This  chain  can  easily  be  broken  in  case  of  need,  even 
when  the  key  of  the  padlock  is  not  at  hand. 

The  fire  apparatus  is  unequalled  by  any  now  existing  on  board  Steam- 
ships. It  has  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Hamburg  Engineer 
in  Chief  and  the  fire  department,  and  is  always  kept  in  the  highest  order. 

Means  of  escape  abound.  Every  Ship  carries  eight  iron  life  boats,  each 
capable  of  holding  40  to  60  persons.  Besides  these,  each  ship  is  furnished 
with  a  number  of  Bunker's  patent  life  preserving  shirts;  200  Cork  Jackets, 
a  number  of  life  buoys  and  50  Matresses  filled  with  Cork  shavings.  All 
the  boats  hang  upon  patent  blocks  and  have  Clifford's  patent  boat  lowerings, 
so  that  they  can  be  lowered,  even  in  the  fiercest  storm,  into  the  water 
horizontally. 

Every  one  of  the  crew  has  his  appointed  place,  to  which  in  time  of  dan- 
ger it  is  his  duty  to  repair,  and  which  he  can  not  leave  without  permission 
of  the  captain.  In  order  to  ensure  quickness  of  action  in  case  of  accident 
and  to  accustom  the  crew  to  the  needful  manoeuvres,  they  are  frequently 
exercised,  till  they  go  through  them  without  making  a  mistake. 
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Since  the  establishment  of  the  Company  they  have  forwarded  : 
From  Hamburg  to  New  York.

The  Company  has  beeu  engaged  for  some  time  past  in  the  endea- 
vor, to  perfect  a  system,  which  will  do  away  on  the  one  side  with  every 
possible  loss  of  time,  and  on  the  other,  will  save  to  the  shippers  of  goods 
the  entire  expenses  to  which  goods  have  hitherto  been  subject,  while  pass- 
ing through  Hamburg. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction,  therefore,  that  the  Company  can  now  inform 
its  customers  and  the  mercantile  public  of  the  complete  success  of  its  ex- 
ertions.— An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Berlin-Hamburg  Rail 
Road.  Co. — the  leading  artery  to  the  interior  of  Germany  and  with  the  Al- 
tona-Kiel  Rail  Road  Co.,  according  to  which  all  merchandise  intended  for 
shipment  to  ^s^ew-York,  arriving  by  these  Rail  Roads,  will  be  delivered 
promptly  and  free  of  charge  at  the  ware-houses  of  the  Company,  lately 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $100,000  in  St.  Fauli,  at  Jonas  No.  1. — From  there 
they  will  be  put  on  board  of  the  Company's  vessels  by  the  agent  of  the 
Company  free  of  charge  to  the  shippers,  the  vessels  laying  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  stores. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  these  arrangements  the  following  direc- 
tions will  have  to  be  observed: 

1.  The  Consignee  in  the  Interior  must  write  on  the  outside  of  the  Rail 
Road  Receipt  for  Fright,  besides  the  firm  of  the  Consignee  in 
Hamburg,  following,  viz.:

2.  The  forwarding  house  in  Hamburg  must  immediately  on  receiving 
the  Rail  Road  receipts  make  out  the  bills  of  lading,  and  send  the 
same  to  the  shipbroker  of  the  Company,  ^Ir.  August  Boltex,  Wm. 
Miller's  successor,  so  as  to  avoid  any  detention.  —The  Customhouse 
transit  permits  have  at  the  same  time  to  be  handed  in  at  the  office 
of  the  Rail  Road  receiving  agents,  to  admit  the  shipmicnt  of  the 
goods  without  any  detention  on  account  of  the  Customhouse  for- 
malities. 

3.  The  Company's  store  have  been  especially  built  for  the  puri)Ose  of 
taking  charge  of  such  goods,  and  are  constructed  in  the  most  solid 
and  perfect  manner.  — i^zre  Inmraiice  on  the  goods  in  these  stores  is 
covered  by  the  Company  free  of  any  charge,  and  in  case  of  accident 
by  fire  the  proved  value  will  be  paid  by  the  Company  up  to  the  fol- 
lowing rates: 

One  Marc  Banco  (36  c.)  per  pound  for  steamer  goods, 
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One  half  Mark  Banco  (18c.)  per  pound  for  sailing  vessel  goods. 
Fire  Insurance  for  a  large?-  amount  has  either  to  be  provided  by  the 
shippers,  or  especially  to  be  ordered  and  re-embursed  to  the  Company. 
4.    Shippers  are  requested  promptly  to  provide  Marine  Insurance,  so  that 
the  risk  of  lighter  transportation  from  the  Eail  Road,  and  any  pos- 
sible accident  in  hoisting  and  lowering  goods  out  of  and  into  the 
lighters  may  be  covered. 
These  arrangements  are  in  full  operation,  and  the  Company  calculates 
upon  a  general  energetic  co-operation,  so  as  to  make  them  useful  in  the 
general  interest  of  the  trade  with  Germany. 

No  direct  arrangements  could  be  made  with  the  Hannoverian  Rail  Road, 
because  it  ends  its  transportation  at  the  opposite  shore  of  Hamburg. — A 
special  agreement  has  however  been  made  with  the  leading  forwarding  houses 
of  the  town  of  Harburg  on  the  opposite  shore,  according  to  which  goods 
being  directed  as  mentioned  above  under  No.  1,  will  be  delivered  by  them 
as  far  as  can  be  done  at  the  Company's  stores,  when  the  goods  will  have 
the  same  benefits  as  those  arriving  by  the  other  Rail  Roads. 

The  mercantile  community  will  particularly  observe,  that  the  costs  of  for- 
warding goods  from  Germany  and  Switzerland  to  Hamburg  are  less  than 
those  to  Havre,  and  further  that,  in  consequence  of  the  price  of  freight  from 
Hamburg  being  much  less  and  the  communication  more  frequent,  it  has  as 
a  place  of  transport  for  goods  a  great  advantage  over  Havre.  The  last 
named  place  has  indeed  a  regular  communication  with  New  York  only  once 
in  four  weeks,  whereas  the  Hamburg  steamers  go  twice  a  month.

It  has  often  happened 
that  goods  have  been  sent  to  Havre  from  Germany  and  Switzerland  and 
then  shipped  from  thence  to  Southampton,  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Hamburg 
steamer!  The  sending  them  direct  to  Hamburg  would  have  involved  much 
less  expense.

In  order  to  forward  Freight  from  New- York  to  Hamburg,  permission  in 
writing  must  be  first  obtained  from  Messrs.  Kunhardt  &  Co.,  45  Exchange 
Place.  Shippers  who  without  entrusting  their  goods  to  a  forwarder  in  Ham- 
burg desire  them  forwarded  beyond  that  city  can  apply  to  C.  13.  Richard  & 
Boas,  151  Broadway,  who  are  in  correspondence  with  most  of  the  For- 
warders of  Europe.  If  the  shipper  so  desire,  the  entire  freight  can  be  paid 
in  advance.  The  steamers  of  the  Company  have  maintained  the  service  with 
the  most  praiseworthy  regularity;  no  delay  not  even  of  a  day  has  ever  taken 
place,  and  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  line  of  both  sides  of  the 
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ocean  becomes  continually  stronger.  The  possession  of  a  Reserve-ship  besides 
the  four  steamers  regularly  plying  between  Xew  York  and  Hamburg 
gives  the  best  guaranty  for  the  regular  and  punctual  maintenance  of  the 
trip.  The  Company  are  thus  enabled  to  make  every  necessary  repair  to  the 
vessel  and  the  machinery  without  interrupting  the  trip  and  thus  to  keep  all 
the  ships  in  perfect  order.  This  Reserve-ship  also  I'enders  an  extra  Trip 
possible,  whenever  the  exigencies  of  trade  shall  demand  it.

Applications  are  almost  daily  made  at  this  Office  for  relief,  by  persons 
who  have  been  defrauded  when  purchasing  Tickets  for  Passages  to  Europe, 
California,  or  places  in  America. 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  POLICE 
Cautions  all  persons  purchasing  such  Tickets  to  beware  of  persons  sohciting 
them  to  purchase  Tickets,  or  to  go  to  particular  offices  to  procure  them,  as 
a  system  of  Swindling  is  adopted  by  these  pretended  Agents,  by  which 
the  unwary  are  deceived  and  defrauded;  ::nd  their  necessary  speedy  depart- 
ure from  the  City  prevents  bringing  the  offenders  to  justice. 
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The  necessary  precautionary  measures  have  been  taken  to  put  Strangers 
upon  their  guard  against  these  impositions.  To  effect  which,  and  to  caution 
Strangers  against  them,  I  have  detailed  experienced  Officers  to  attend  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Depots  o.nd  to  Board  all  Steamers  arriving  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  who  will  afford  correct  information  to  Strangers,  as  to  the  proper 
Offices  to  which  they  should  apply  for  Tickets,  and  who  will  summarily  arrest 
these  imposters  The  Superintendent  requests  those  who  are  imposed  upon 
to  report  the  same  to  the  Deputy  Superintendent,  at  413  Broome  Street. 

Strangers,  and  Citizens  who  are  unaccustomed,  to  Traveling  or 
who  are  unacquainted  with  proper  places  for  purchasing  Tickets,  are  earn- 
estly requested  to  apply  to  the  Station  Houses  in  the  respective  Wards,  or 
to  Policemen  on  post  duty;  as,  by  so  doing,  every  necessary  information 
will  be  given  to  protect  them  from  Imposition  and  Fraud.

This  warning  from  the  New  York  Police  w^ould  have  had  a  good  effect, 
if  it  had  been  more  widely  diffused.  But  unfortunately  it  was  hardly  sent 
out  of  New  York.  Few  travellers  especially  read  it  and  in  consequence 
thousands  of  emigrants  were  swindled  as  before,  by  the  regular  organized 

Ticket  Swindler s^\ 

The  Ticket  Swindlers  employ  a  great  many  cunning  devices,  but  the 
following  are  among  the  common  ones: 

The  traveller  on  aniving  at  the  rail  road  depot  or  wharf,  is  accosted  by 
a  person  who  offers  to  conduct  him  to  a  good  hotel  in  the  kindest  manner 
possible.  Arrived  there,  refreshments  are  called  for,  and  then,  the  polite 
stranger  having  insinuated  himself  into  the  confidence  of  the  unsuspecting 
traveller,  -  aided  in  many  cases  by  the  landlord  who  is  in  league  with  him 
— offers  to  point  out  the  Ticket  Office,  the  address  of  which  the  traveller 
has  brought  from  his  own  country.  Instead  of  taking  him  however  to  the 
Hamburg  Steam  Packet  Office  where  he  perhaps  intended  to  buy  a  ticket  or 
where  his  ticket  which  he  bought  from  a  sub-agent  in  the  country,  would  be  val- 
id, the  polite  rascal  takes  him  to  one  of  the  "Bogus  Ticket  Offices^^  of  which 
there  are  a  large  number  in  the  side  streets  of  the  city.  These  offices  are 
generally  handsomely  fitted  up,  and  there  is  a  sign  over  the  door  with  the 
letters  "Passage  to  Hamburg,  Havre,  London  and  Liverpool"  upon  it. 
When  the  traveller  moreover  observes  the  large  placards  on  the  walls  of 
the  Office,  bearing  the  Names  of  the  Passage  Agents  of  the  Hamburg 
American  Packet  Co  ,  and  sees  also  pictures  of  their  steamships,  no  wonder 
that  he  believes  that  he  has  found,  what  he  was  looking  for.  If  however 
he  should  still  have  a  shade  of  doubt,  the  scamps  know  very  well  what  to 
do  next.    They  introduce  one  of  their  fraternity  either  as  the  Captain  of 
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oue  of  the  steamers  or  else  as  Mr.  Richard,  the  Chief  Passenger  Ageut  of 
the  Hamburg-American  Packet  Co.  This  rarely  fails.  The  most  suspicious 
traveller  is  ready  now  to  buy  a  ticket.  This  being  done,  the  first  act  of  the 
drama  is  over  and  the  second  opens.  The  victim,  in  the  full  faith  that  hav- 
ing paid  $35 — for  a  third  class  ticket,  he  h^fe  secured  a  passage  by  the  next 
Hamburg  Steamer,  takes  leave  and  goes  back  to  his  hotel.  He  has  only 
been  there  a  short  time,  before  his  indefatigable  friend— who  has,  he  thinks, 
already  been  superfluously  obliging — comes  to  tell  him,  ''he  nmst  hurry  up" 
for  the  ship  is  going  to  sail  sooner  than  it  was  originally  proposed.  Suspect- 
ing nothing,  he  packs  his  trunk  and  hastens  to  the  dock,  gets  into  a  boat, 
in  company  with  several  others  and  soon  is  rowed  out  to  a  ship  at  anchor  in 
the  bay,  climbs  up  the  side  and  finds  to  bis  surprise  that  he  is  on  board  a 
sailing  vessel,  instead  of  a  steamship.  ''There  is  a  mistake"  he  cries  out. 
"Stop"  he  says  to  the  boat  which  has  already  shoved  of,  "you  have  brought 
me  to  the  wrong  vessel."  But  the  boat  is  already  out  of  hail  and  the  ship 
— a  steam  tug  alongside — is  on  her  way  to  her  destination—  Liverpool !  Too 
late,  he  learns  that  he  has  bought  a  ticket  for  the  steerage  of  the  vessel  in 
which  he  is,  and  is  surprised  also  to  hear  that  he  has  paid  $85 — for  what 
really  costs  $16. — It  appears  that  others  also  have  been  victimized  and  all 
indulge  themselves  in  denunciations  of  the  ticket  swindlers;  —the  effect  of 
which  is  that  they  are  told  by  the  officer,  that  if  they  don't  keep  still  and 
behave  themselves  properly,  he  will  put  them  in  irons. 

Another  trick  of  the  Ticket  Swindlers  is  to  get  the  traveller  into  a 
bogus  office  and  then  sell  him  a  genuine  ticket,  but  for  a  higher  than  the 
legitimate  price ;  or  to  make  him  buy  a  third  class  ticket  at  the  price  of  a 
second  class  one.  In  the  latter  case,  when  he  arrives  on  board  the  steamer 
he  is  of  course  obliged  to  content  himself  with  the  steerage. 

The  third  and  worst  trick  is  in  selling  to  the  traveller  a  ticket  utterly 
worthless,  since  it  does  not  give  him  a  passage  under  any  circumstances  in 
the  ships  which  it  designates.  If  he  goes  back  to  the  office,  upon  finding 
that  he  has  been  cheated  and  asks  his  money  back,  he  may  consider  himself 
well  off  if  he  escapes  a  sound  beating.  An  appeal  to  the  law  has  in  most 
cases  only  resulted  in  the  restitution  of  a  very  small  part  of  the  plunder, 
because  the  complainant  can  not  spare  time,  to  institute  a  long  and  tedious 
process. 

It  would  seem  that  not  only  illiterate  person,  but  some  intelligent  ones 
have  been  victimized.  For  example:  Mr.  Charles  Brew,  a  man  who  on 
account  of  his  signal  qualifications  for  the  post,  was  appointed  by  the  British 
Governement  chief  of  the  police  at  the  Crimea  and  who  fulfilled  his  duties 
there  in  a  perfectly  satisfactory  way,  was  sent  to  this  country  to  organize  a 
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similar  force  at  Frazer's  River.  One  would  have  supposed  that  such  a  person 
so  well  acquainted  with  roguery  of  all  kinds  in  the  old  world,  would  have 
had  his  eyes  open  in  the  new,  when  any  attempt  was  made  to  trick  him. 
And  yet,  scarcely  had  he  left  the  steamship  before  '*a  runner"  accosted  him 
and  offered  to  show  him  the  way  to  the  California  Steamship  Office.  He 
was  taken  to  a  Bogus  Office  instead,  and  received  a  passage  ticket  on  which 
he  paid  $25.00  in  advance.  The  ticket  was  worthless.  He  was  subsequently 
lucky  enough  through  the  intervention  of  the  Mayor,  to  get  his  money  back. 

A  Costly  Relative. — ''Michael  Miller,"  a  farmer  of  Monroe  County, 
Illinois,  came  to  New  York  by  railroad  to  take  passage  to  Germany,  from 
whence  he  expected  to  bring  to  America  his  parents.  With  this  object  in 
view,  he  had  brought  with  him  his  hard-earned  savings,  amounting  to  $600. 
— Michael  was  a  good,  honest  soul,  and  when  a  fellow  at  the  Railroad  Depot 
entered  into  conversation  with  him,  he  talked  with  him  about  his  private 
affairs  as  if  he  had  been  a  brother.  His  new  friend  informed  him  that  he 
knew  a  relative  of  his,  Avho  was  the  owner  of  a  large  hotel  in  New  York. 
The  countryman  was  h-ppy  to  be  taken  there.  The  house  was  a  handsome 
one  in  Cedar  street,  and  on  the  door  was,  safe  enough,  the  name  John  E. 
Miller.  Mr.  John  remarked  that  he  was  a  nephew  of  Michael's  great  aunt 
Catharine  and  that  he  was  truly  delighted  to  be  the  host  of  so  near  a  rela- 
tive. Cousin  John,  in  a  very  short  time,  knew  all  about  cousin  Michael's 
affairs.  Among  other  things  he  found  out  that  cousin  Michael  had  left 
Monroe  county  to  escape  a  demand  for  $43,  which  was  in  the  Sheriff's 
hand.  Cousin  John  promised  "to  keep  dark."  The  next  morning  he  took 
Michael  to  the  office  of  a  certain  J.  Revolver,  where  he  persuaded  him  to 
buy  a  ticket  for  the  second  cabin  of  the  steamer  Glasgow,  for  which  he 
paid  $55.  He  received  the  ticket  in  a  sealed  envelope  which  he  was  told 
*'not  to  open  till  he  got  out  to  sea."  Then  he  exchanged  his  American 
money  for  German  gold,  for  which  he  paid  15  per  cent.  He  thought  this 
rather  high;  but  cousin  John  was  present,  and  of  course,  he  would  not  al- 
low him  to  be  cheated. 

The  next  day,  as  he  was  about  to  go  on  board  the  steamer,  a  man  accost- 
ed him,  stating  that  his  name  was  Kelly  and  that  he  was  a  Sheriff.  He 
also  informed  the  horror-stricken  Michael,  that  he  had  received  an  official 
communication  from  his  colleague  in  Monroe  county.  III,  and  that  all  that 
remained  for  him  was  to  accompany  him  to  the  prison.  The  barkeeper  now 
interposed,  and  advised  him  to  get  rid  of  the  Sheriff  by  offering  him  $55, 
which  was  accordingly  done  and  the  offer  accepted.  Michael  now  set  out 
for  the  Glasgow.  Here,  alas!  a  real  Sheriff  presented  himself,  and,  to 
escape  arrest,  he  paid  $13.    When  the  officer  heard  his  story,  he  was  kind 


enough  to  go  with  him  to  the  ^Mayor's  office,  and  there  it  turned  out  that 
his  ticket  entitled  him  only  to  a  passage  in  the  steerage.  Thus  it  happened 
that  Michael's  relationship  had  cost  him  $185.  The  Mayor  asked  him  if 
he  had  any  money  left.  He  replied  that  he  had  still  $400.  "It  is  very 
strange  that  they  did  not  strip  you  entirely",  replied  the  Magistrate,  "the 
poor  fellow  is  very  clearly  unable  to  take  care  of  himself  and  his  property. 
Not  long  ago  a  man  came  to  me  with  the  complaint  that  some  one  had 
cheatet  him  out  of  one  hundred  dollars.  I  sent  a  policeman  with  him,  and 
he  got  his  money  back.  An  hour  had  not  gone  by,  when  the  same  man 
came  back  and  statet  that  he  had  met  with  a  stranger  who  requested  him 
to  change  a  hundred  dollar  bill.  The  simple  fellow  who  had  already  been 
victimized  once,  replied  that  he  had  only  $40  about  him.  Lend  me  that  for 
one  moment,  said  the  other,  and  he  did  so.  The  stranger  did  not  make  his 
appearance  again.  I  gave  him  the  comforting  assurance  that  he  would  not 
probably  see  him  again."  The  Mayor  sent  a  policeman  to  try  and  get  Mil- 
ler's money  back  again.    But,  who  believes  that  he  was  successful? 

The  only  way  to  escape  the  dangers,  is  to  go  alone,  without  a  guide, 
to  the  office  of  the  Steamer  in  which  the  traveller  purposes  to  take  passage. 
Most  of  the  offices  are  on  the  principal  streets,  and  their  signs  and  numbers 
readily  indicate  them.

If  the  stranger  will  bear  in  mind  these  directions,  he  need  not  have  the 
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services  of  a  guide,  whether  he  be  a  servant,  or  landlord,  or  one  of  those 
apparently  friendly  people  who  have  designs  upon  him. 

Further,  the  different  colors  of  the  genuine  tickets  offer  some  protection 
against  roguery.    The  tickets  of  the  Company  have  the  signatures  of  the 
passage  agents,  C.  B.  Richard  &  Boas,  and  are  of  the  following  colors  : 
1st  Cabin,       ....       White  paper, 

2nd   Pale  Red  paper, 

Steerage,        ....      Yellow  paper. 
The  tickets  of  the  bogus  offices  are  usually  on  white  paper  and  are  dis- 
tinguishable from  the  genuine  by  not  having  upon  them  the  name  of  the 
Steamship. 

These  almost  numberless  frauds  at  last  caused  the  Citizens  to  call  a 
meeting  in  which  a  resolution  was  passed  to  put  an  end,  if  possible,  to  the 
acts  of  these  swindlers  and  to  prevent  further  fraud.  It  is  to  the  wise 
measures  then  taken  that  we  owe  it  that  some  of  these  persons  received 
their  well  merited  reward  and  have  been  condemned  to  spent  a  number  of 
years  in  the  Penitentiary.  Not  content  with  this,  and  in  order  to  provide 
security  for  the  future,  a  committee  named  by  the  meeting,  sought  the  con- 
currence of  the  German  Society  of  the  City  of  New  York,  which  Society 
immediately  responded  to  the  demand,  and  to  their  joint  efforts  we  owe  it 
that  all  the  Emigration  and  Benevolent  Societies  of  the  City  of  New  York 
united  together  to  form  one  Organization  in  order  with  united  force  to  com- 
bat this  evil.  This  Organization,  formed  under  the  name  of  "The  Board  of 
Deputies  of  Benevolent  and  Emigrant  Societies  of  the  City  of  New  York", 
and  composed  of  Representations  from  the  following  Societies  : 

Gekman  Society, 

St.  A.NDREWS  Society, 

St.  Davids  Society. 

SOCIETE  DE  BiENFAISANCE, 

Swiss  Aid  Society, 

Portuguese  Aid  Society, 

Scandinavian  Aid  Society, 
receives  complaints  from  travellers  who  have  been  wronged  and  enter  to 
aid  them  in  a  proper  manner.  To  accomplish  this  object  an  office  was 
opened  in  the  rooms  of  the  German  Society,  No.  86  Greenwich  Street,  in 
which  an  officer  is  always  present  to  receive  complaints  and  if  they  are  well 
grounded  to  afford  relief  and  legal  redress.  The  Society  is  aided  by  a  law 
lately  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  the  effect  that, 
"No  person  other  than  the  Agents  of  the  Steamship  Companies,  duly 
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appointed  iu  writing,  shall  offer  for  sale  or  sell  within  this  state  any  pas- 
senger tickets."  Although  this  law  and  the  severe  punishments  which  will 
follow  its  violation,  will  put  an  end  to  the  fraudulent  procecution  of  this 
trade,  yet  travellers  themselves,  if  they  are  only  moderately  cautious,  can 
easily  escape  any  damage.  The  Authorities  intend  to  give  full  effect  to  this 
law  on  if  travellers  unaquainted  with  New  York  will  only  refuse  the 
assistance  of  the  strangers  who  may  theory  about  him  on  his  arrival  and 
apply  for  informations  to  the  uniformed  policemen  who  are  stationed  at  the 
Depot  of  the  Rail  Roads  and  Landing  Places  of  the  Steamers,  the  fraudulent 
•occupation  of  these  ticket  swindlers  will  soon  cease  to  be  remunerative.  If 
the  traveller  desires  to  ride  to  a  hotel  let  him  ask  the  policeman  to  procure 
liim  a  carriage,  and  he  may  be  sure  that  he  will  not  be  cheated.  It  is  al- 
ways advisable  to  note  the  number  of  the  carriage  and  of  the'  policeman  so 
that  if  any  cause  arries  they  may  be  brought  before  a  Magistrate. 


In  offering  these  facts  to  the  consideration  of  the  travelling  public,  the 
Hamburg  -  American  Packet  Company  flatter  themselves  that  they  have 
done  a  useful  work.  They  will  endeavor  in  all  respects  to  make  the  voyage 
by  their  vessels  pleasant  and  satisfactory.
